With twenty million dollars being 
sent out of this state every year for 
pork, those interested in the commer¬ 
cial and agricultural development of 
the State are wondering why the Cali¬ 
fornia farmer doesn't go in for more 
hog-raising than he does. They figure 
that in view of the fact that Califor¬ 
nia’s population has steadily increased 
n the last five years while the amount 
of home-raised pork has steadily de¬ 
creased. it should he much to the Cal¬ 
ifornia farmer's interest to have this 
twenty-million dollars spent at home 
rather than in Oregon. Kansas, Ne¬ 
braska and other states. 

The climate of the State of Califor¬ 
nia lends itself in every particular to 
the successful and economical produc¬ 
tion of pork—an advantage which more 
than offsets any disadvantage in which 
the home farmer may he placed by 
California's small corn crop. .Moreover, 
for the successful production of pork, 
corn is not the absolute essential be¬ 
lieved by many, as agricultural college 
reports show. Harley, California has 
in abundance, and experiments show 
that pork can be produced as cheaply 
by feeding alfalfa and barley as on 
corn. Tests made by the Colorado Ag- 
r'cultural College show that from pens 
of ten tdgs each, fed on various ra- 


Another year as passed and after 
looking over our checks and other re<- 
otds of our work I feel sure many 
people will be interested to know what 
has been done.

About $145 in cash has been used for 
our local work this year. $57.70 has 
been used in small sums for groceries, 
mostly for people ill with tuberculosis, 
to tide them over hard places. Two 
families of orphans have had $10 each 
and many other small sums too nu¬ 
merous to mention have been given to 
help out in time of need. Thirty dol¬ 
lars was given by outgoing and incom¬ 
ing officers of the Woman's Club for 
ice cream during the hot months. No 
one can possibly estimate the amount 
of comfort and good that come from 
this cooling treat for the sick on hot 
afternoons.

Slate regulation of all public utilities 
is authorized by the constitutional 
amendment embodied in Proposition 
No. 28, which was adopted at the elec- 
I on. This will remove from Sierra 
Madre as well as from other cities all 
rate fixing power over public utilities. 
In such matters as police, sanitary and 
local regulations control may be re¬ 
tained by llie city If the citizens so 
vote. 

Eocal regulation of utilities has nev¬ 
er been successful in California. Since 
the reorganization of the railroad com¬ 
mission state regulation lias been 
round effective, and the new plan will 
make for a uniformity which will be 
more satisfactory to all concerned. The

It is provided that the change shall j 
not go into effect until the intention ! 
of the amendment is made operative j 
by action of the state legislature. How¬ 
ever, no doubt is entertained hut that ^ 
the legislature, at its forthcoming ses- | 
sion, will take this aetlon promptly. 
The election on the subject of police, 
sanitary and other regulations will 
th* n follow. 

Sweeping Amendment 

Under tills expected legislative en¬ 
actment tile regulation of the rates of 
all public utilities passes from Pasa¬ 
dena and cannot be recovered unless 
u constitutional amendment is adopt¬ 
ed. And practically the entire over¬ 
seeing of those utilities will tie trans¬ 
ferred If the people so vote. 

In other words, once the act con¬ 
templated by amendment 28 is passed 
by the legislature, this city will not 
nave tiie power to fix the rates of the 
Edison Company nor of the Eos An¬ 
geles Gas and Electric Corporation in 
this city. And, if such an act is passed, 
unless the people vote against sur¬ 
rendering local, police, sanitary and 
other regulations, tiie city will have no 
control over tiie Pac.tlc Electric, the 
Santa Fe and the Southern Pacific and 
other corporations in such matters. 

The wisdom .of passing smvh an 
amendment was questioned by Gen¬ 
eral Manager C. W. Kolner of tiie 
municipal lighting department, among 
others, mi the day before the election 
lie pointed out in the Star that it will 
lie all right so long as there is a good 
railroad comm asion, 'but in the event 
we have a poor commission the whole 
state will he at its mercy." 

Scientific Regulation 

It Is argued by those who recom¬ 
mend the adoption of the amendment 
that it is believed it will bring about 
scientific regulation of public utilities 
throughout the state. At tile present 
lime between sixty and seventy incor¬ 
porated cities and towns of California 
* have surrendered to tiie commission 
I their control over some or all of the 
public utilities within the r boundaries, 
i Approximately 200 Incorporated cities 
; and towns, including most of the larg- 
i est municipalities in the state, have not 
| surrendered to tiie commission, but 
| will tie brought under Its authority 
i when the necessary act Is passed by 
I tin- state legislature, which will coin-

While there are many toothsome sub¬ 
stitutes, when the means will permit 
It. tradition seems to demand turkey 
for the Thanksgiving dinner. The menu 
Is supposed to include, besides turkey, 
celery, cranberry sauce or Jelly and a 
choice of plum pudding or pumpkin 
pie, the question of appropriate vege 
tables and a salad. Creamed onions 
might lie substituted for the sprouts 
and lettuce or romaine for the grape¬ 
fruit salad In the above menu. 

A turkey should be selected having 
limp feet and a smooth, plump breast 
in which the bone Is still pliable. More 
over, there should be do long hairs on 
its body 

The poultry dealer will remove the 
leg tendons If requested to do so. and 
this will result In more Juicy and ten¬ 
der dark meat, for the legs will tbeD 
be neither hard nor dry when rousted. 

Of suitable dressing there Is "In- 
Unite variety.” oyster, sweet herbs and 
chestnut being the most popular, but 
the last grows constantly in popularity 
and a reliable recipe Is later given 
for it 

The bird should be allowed to roast 
twenty minutes for every pound it 
weighs. A good liquor for basting is 
made by washing the feet and neck 
well und boiling for n few minutes or 
until the leg scales enn be easily scrap 
ed off. After doing tills return to the 
stove with fresh, cold wnter and let 
simmer. These two despised parts of 
the fowl contain so much uutritlon 
that many wise housekeepers and 
nurses buy special chicken or turkey 
legs nt a very low price nnd use them 
almost entirely for broth In case of 
sickness

“We ran, as I say, a closed shop of- 
Oee at Second and Broadway, owned 
l y Mr. titis, and an open shop office 
it First and Broadway, which is about 
tile measure of sincerity of that group, 
tin Merchants' and Manufacturers' As¬ 
sociation and tile Los Angeles Times, 
which is the father and mother of the 
Merchants' and Manufacturers' Asso¬ 
ciation. 

\\ hile we ran that newspaper—and 
I make the confession that I was at 
least a tacit conspirator with the pro- 
1 tit tor of tile Times—we buncoed the 
republicans at First and Broadway and 
buncoed the democrats at Second and 
Broadway. 

Thi> ed torials written for the most 
part while I was managing editor of 
Herald were written by socialists. 
The (ilitorials written at the Times, I 
im convinced, were written by an¬ 
archists. At the same' time we were 
republicans at the Times and demo- 
rats at the Herald, the editorial see- 
Ui ns of both papers were evidently 
written by anarchists and socialists. 
That this was unknown to the pro¬ 
prietor of the Times is unthinkable, 
because at one time he mentioned that 
lie had a socialist staff on the Herald. 
And that was true. And it was known 
quite extensively fiver the city that 
the Herald staff were socialists lie- 
cause in labor troubles, and at times 
' hen the Merchants’ and Manufactur¬ 
ers’ Association and labor came into 
•onflict. we always took the side of 
labor, anil the Times took the side of 
ca pital. 

■ \Ve took the side of progress on 
progressive measures with our paper. 
At least one of the general's papers 
took the side of progress and the 
oth T took the side of reactionaries. 

In ttie city election the organ of thu 
Merchants' and Manufacturers’ asso- 
. iat on took one set of candidates and 
we took the other set. We played the 
people for—if 1 may use a slang ex¬ 
pression— we played the people of this 
community for suckers, both papers. 
And it made no difference which ad¬ 
ministration was elected, the general 
1 hud one of his papers which had 
backed the administration, and it gave 
li m a powerful pull and an opportunity 
lo dictate legislation along the lines of 
labor legislation. 

"They ran in the Times non-union 
llapdoodle, and down at tile Herald we 
I ran twaddle about the unions. We 

played both ends against the middle. 
He kept the record of the Herald, 

; transactions with the Herald, in a book 
lie labeled My Farming Interests.' The 
Herald was his farming Interests, and 
I 1 am convinced it was rather dry 
1 farming. 

"Tlie objection was made that we 
must not get circulation because it 
would cut out the circulation of the 
Times. There was objection made 
against us getting advertisements. The 
objection was that if we got a dollar 
of advertising it was ninety cents out 
of the Times. Therefore, We got along 
on the crumbs. 

"Mr. Otis called the Herald his skel¬ 
eton regiment because he starved it to 
the point of being a skeleton of the 
M. and M. Every time the business 
manager of the union Herald went to 
the anti-union business manager of 
ttie Times to get the weekly payroll, 
/Ur there was always a deficit on the 
1 Herald, .the business manager and 
cashier of the Times roared like 
trained seals at a side show."
